San Francisco, Cal., May !6.—Abra- 
ham Ruef today made good his aeclar- 
ation of yesterday that he would, fol- 
lowing his change of plea of guilty in 
the extortion case against him, turn 
state’s evidence and assist the bribery 
graft prosecution in its campaign 
against municipal corruption. 

Ruef, obeying a subpena from the 
grand jury, served upon him at the 
Fillmore street prison house. shortly 
before 3 o’clock, went in the charge of 
Special Agent Burns, Elisor Biggy and. 
another guard to the grand jury cham- 
ber, where he took the witness stand 
and submitted to an examination that 
lasted from 3:20 o’clock until after 5 

. m. 

» When the ordeal was over he callecé 
the newspapermen around him and said 
that he had promised the grand jury 
to: divulge nothing. District Attorney 
Langdon &nd Assisitant District Attor- 
ney Heney refused to make any state- 
ment whatever. From Special Agent 
Burns it was learned that the only 
matter in which Ruef was questioned 
was the alleged bribing of Mayor 
Schmitz and eighteen supervisors by 
the United Railroads to grant to that 
corporation a change in its franchise 
allowing the electrifying of its 250 
miles of street railway system in this 


city. 
0,000 Paid by Company. 

If Burns’ uncerstanding, of Ruef’s 
testimony is correct the fallen boss 
told the grand jury that President 
Patrick Calhoun, Assisitant President 
Mullaly, Chief Couns¢) Ford and As- 
sistant Counsel Abbott, of the United 
Railroads, paid or caused to be paid 
the sum of $200,000 for the provision 
-natned; that $61,000 of this amount was 
Ruef's ‘“‘fee:’’ that $50,000 went into the 
pocket of Mayor Schmitz and that the 
remaining $60,000 was handed to the 
eighteen supervisors, sixteen of them 
receiving $4,000 each, another demand- 
ing and getting $10,000 and Chairman 
Galagher, of the financecommittee, be- 
ing paid $15,000 for acting as go-be- 
tween. 

After the examination of Ruef was 
concluded the grand pury remained in 
exectttive session until 6¢390 o'clock. 
Subsequently the statement was made 
but not officially confiremd that indict- 
ments had been voted against four 
hb@ph officials o fthe United Railroads 
and Schmitz as predicted by an officer 
‘of the prosecution two weeks ago. 

Statement by Ruef. 

Seen in his prison room tonight, Ruef 
said regarding the oreeal through 
which he had passed: 

“TI was received and treated by the 
grant jury with a consideratiqn that 
touched me deeply. When I entered 
the room every one of the sevenceen 
jurors present arose and took me by 
the hand, When I finished my testi- 
mony every one of them got up and 
bade "me good night with a _ hearty 
hanaclasp. No disposition was display- 
ed to ‘grill’ me. The trying task‘I had 
voluntarily set for myself was rade 
as easy by kindness as I could have 
hoped. I do not know when I shall be 
again called to testify. Perhaps tomor- 
row. I shkll be ready.

FIGHT AT MACON ON TOP 
OF FEDERAL BUILDING

Among Steel Beams of Structure in 
Course of Construction Themas 
‘Battle Struck D. M. Berry 
Over the Head With 
an Iron Rod. 


Macon, Ga., May 16.—(Special.)—sev- 
enty feet_above the groung among “the 
sieel beams of the new federa] building 
in Macon, Thomas Battle, a man more 
than fifty years of age, assailed D. M. 
Berry, a foreman 35 years of age this 
afternoon, knocking the victim through 
the scaffolding to the ground, killing him 
instantly. 

The two men had quarreled over pos- 
session of a rope used by Berry in hoist- 
ing a heavy beam, and while the dead 
man was mounting to the ‘third toor 
Battle struck him three terrific plows on 
the head with an iron rod. Footing was 
lost under the disadvantages, and Berry 
was sent downward striking on his head. 
His neck was broken and his skull frac- 
tured in three places. 

According to evidence of Examining 

Physician Dr. W. J. Little the fractures 
of the skull were caused by the instru- 
ment used by Battle. 
Coroner Young summoned a jury and 
held an investigation this evening which 
resulted in a charge of murder against 
Battle. The man was locked up at police 
station and turned over te the United 
States authorities. 

The case was taken up = District At- 
torney Akerman this afternoon, wit- 
nesses, testifying before Coroner Young 
that Battle hecame enraged at ‘Berry | 
when Berry asked for a rope Battle nad 
removed from Berry’s department. Bat- 
tie, it was said, struck at Berry several 
before he“found the. opportunity to 
@€ man as he was elimbing up. 

Battie has a family and has been a 
resident of Bibb county for many years. 
Betry came to Macon from South Caro- 
lina only a short time ago and also. has 
a family. Both men were in charge of 
gangs of men on the federal building. 


After the Railroads. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 1!6.—(Special.)— 
The railroais which do business in Ala- 
bama se@yn to have fallen upon evil 
Cays.

Madison, Wis., May 16.—The Wi*consin 
senatorial deadlock was broken tonight 
by the nomination on the first ballot of 
tonight’s republican caucus of former 
Congressman Isaac Stephenson, of Mari- 
nette, to succeed John C. Spoonfr, re- 
signed. The result was accompanied by 
the breaking up of the opposition which, 
when the anti-Stephenson men realized 
that they were beaten, retiirned to their 
former favorites, Esch ang Hatten. The 
final result was: 

Stephenson, 54; Esch, 23; Hatten, 
scattering 3. 

The credit for the Stephenson victory 
is given to Lieutenant Governor Connor, 
who secured for Stephenson the support 
of two members claimed to have been 
pledged to Hatten. 

The ballot was the end of a deadlock 
existing since April !6. 7 

Mr. Stephenson is a wealthy lunrher- 
man and banker. He was born in Fred- 
erickton, N. B., Jtine 18, (829. He went 
to Bangor, Maine, in (840, and a year 
later moved to Wisconsin, where he 
workeq on a _ farm. He afterwards 
bought a schooner, which he sailed be- 
tween Milwaukee and Escanaba, und in- 
vested his savings in timber lands. He 
was a member of the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture from 1/1666 to 1868, and served in 


the lower house of congress from !|883 to 
1889. He has long been an adherent of 
United States Senator Robert M. La 
Follette.

Chattanooga, Tenn. May 16.—Three 
men killed outright, three others so se- 
riously injured that they will die, and 
two others badly injured in addition to 
the crashing of a Southern Railway 
freight engine and eleven cars through 
a bridge into Chattanooga creek and 
the aestruction of three residences and 
a pile driver nearby, was the result of 
a premature explosion at 3:40 o’clock 
this afternoon of a blast at the foot 
of oLokout mountain on the Stevenson 
extension which is being constructed 
by W. J. Qliver & Company. 

Work of Deatruction, 

The bridge was crushed in by several 
ton# of rock hurled by the blast just 
as the Southérn Railway freight train, 
No. It, was going on the bridge, Other 
pieces of rock hurled for four hundred 
yards crashed through the pilot of the 
pile driver of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis Railroad, which 
was at work driving piles in Chatta- 
nooga creek for a new viaduct, killing 
Engineer Shaefer and Fireman Hycer 
instantly.

Other pieces of rock hurled five and. 


six hundred yards struck the = resi- 
dences on the side of Lookout mount- 
ain, crashing through the roof and 
floors of the buildings. 

Four Greeks, who were working on 
the new line some distance from the 
blast, were struck by flying pieces of 
rock. Two of them are at the hospital 
in a serious condition. 

Blast Set Off by 

The blast was set off by J. Ford, a 
powder man for the Yarnell Brothers, 
contractors for Oliver, against the in- 
structions of the contractors. He.had 
only been employed by the company 
for a short time. At a late hour he 
could not be iggatec. The blast was 
one of the heaviest ever used on work 
in this section of the country. No 
warning was given to the residents in 
the vicinity or to the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St, Louis Railroad, whose 
property was gé¢stroyed.

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Another Witness Gives Direct 
Evidence About Brownsville, 


HE SAW NEGRO WITH A GUN 


Manager Sanborn, of the Western 
Union, Says He Saw an Armed 
Negro Soldier Run Into the 
Fort About Time of 
the Shooting. 


Washington, May !6.—Two witnesses 4 
in. the Brownsville investigation before 
the senate committee on military affairs 
today testified that they saw negro so'- 
diers shoot up the Texas town on the 
night of August 13. 

One of these was IjAeutenant Domin- 
&uez, of the ‘Brownsville police, who re- 
ceived a bullet through the arm, and had 
his horse shot from under him whlle trvy- 
ing to warn citizens of the approach of 
the armed men, whom he declared posi- 
tively to be negro soldiers from the gar- 
rison,, and another was Policeman Pad- 
ron, who described a busy quarter of an 
hour dodging bullets. He also was posi- 
tive that the men doing the shooting 
were negro soldiers. 

. Woetees Thorne af Negroes. 

Dr. Charles H. Thorn, a dentist, testi- 
fled that he heard a group of men firine 
at the réar of his ‘house and shouting 
commands to each other. He gave as his 
judgment that the voices were those of 
negroes. F. A/ H. Sanborn,. manager of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company. 
who occupied a room opposite the garr- 
son, testified to seeing negro soldiers en- 
ter the post at about the time the firing 
ceased. 

Policeman Senaro Padron testified that 
he was at the corner of Washington and 
*“ourteenth streets shortly before mid- 
night and that he saw soldiers in the al- 
ley half a block away, and that the 
were shooting. He said he could distin- 
gulsh -their uniforms when the guns 
flashed. He told of the meeting with tho 
lieutenant of police, but contradicted the 
statement of Domiguez that he haq sa‘d 
the men had just finished “shooting up’’ 
the Cowan house. 

Soldiers Fired at Policeman. 

According to Padron’s story he accom- 
panied Dominguez oack to Thirteenth 
street and part of the way to an alley, 
near the Miller hotel. He said he went no 
further because Dominguez would not 
heed his warning not to cross the alley. 
He told of seeing megro soldiers rush ou‘ 
and fire at Dominguez and follow him 
some distance down Fourteenth street 
He did not see Dominguez when his hors» 
was shot from under him, as the mea 
saw him (Padron) and started firing at 
him. Padron told of the inning from 
place to place to escape danger, and 
finally of taking refuge in an obscure 
doorway. 

The witness was cross-examined by 
Senator Foraker at some length without 
affecting his story. Dominguez also was 
cross-examined by Senato Foraker, but 
‘iis story was not changed in the least. 


LIFE OF NEGRO 
BARELY SAVED 
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He Fired Revolver at White Man 
Who Attempted to Stop Him 
im Escape—Mob Formed 

and Came Near 
Lynching Negro. 


Roanoke, Va., May 16.—Because he fired 
a revolver at a white man who attempt- 
ed to stop him while he was running 
from officers in a crowded street to- 


night, Will Sanders, a negro with fev- 
eral aliases. and a. long criminal record, 
was threatened with death at the hands 
of a crowd of five hundred, who followed 
him and hig captors through ‘Campbell 
avenue to the city jail. 

The crowd, believing that Sanders shot 
G. W. Byrd, when the latter attempted 
to stop him, cfied: “Lynch him,’ “Shoot 
him,” “Kill him,” ete. Police. Justice 
Bryan arrived at the jail at the same 
time Sanders was landed at thé: prison 
doors and forbade any one entering the 
station. 

Byrd came to the jail while the mob 
was crying for the negro’s life, and said 
he had not been wounded. The mob then 
dispersed. Sanders wag locked up. 


Alabama Peach Crop. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 16.—(Special.)—

Boise, Idaho, May !6.—Harry Orchard, 
the prisoner-witness upon whom the 
state of Idaho chiefly relies to prove 
its charge that the inner circle of the 
Western Federation of Miners planned 
in conspiracy the murder of Governor 
Steunenberg, broke his long siience to- 
day, and for more than half an hour 


discussed himself and his imprison- 


ment. 

Orchard denied that he had been sub- 
jected to any mistreatment during his 
denied that duress 
or force had been used upon him to 
secure the statements he had made, 
and denied that Detective McPartland

promised him immunity for his con- 
fession of his crime or.reward for his 
alleged confession’ in ge hands of the 
state. Orchard’s manner and conversa 
tion during the interview tended to 
strongly confirm the assertion that he 
has been reconverted to and ‘is deep in 
the zeal of the Christian religion.

MERCY ASKED FOR RAILWAYS 


President Finley Says That the Rail. 
roads Are Being Injured by Leg- 
isiation, and That All Other 
Interests Must Suffer 
With Railroads. 


' Philadelphia, May 16.—Much business 
Wag crowded into the concluding session 
today of the American Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association convention. Besides 
the many interesting papers read on sub- 
jects pertaining to the cotton industry, 
there was an address by President Fin- 
ley, of the Southern Rallway Company, 
the election of officers and reports of 
committees. 

The reports of the secretary and treas- 
wrer showed the organization to be in 4 
prosperous condition. Among others who 
addressed the convention were Congress- 
man Burleson, of Austin, Tex.; James T. 
Fuller, of Charlotte, N. C., who spoke 
on combed cotton, and W. H. Carrier, 
Buffalo, N. Y. 

Finley on the Railroads. 

President Finley called attention to the 
G@asistance rendered by the rafiroads in 
the development of southern industries 
and pointed out that the demands fof 
railway service in the southern states 
have almost reached the capacity of the 
roads and that if southern progress is to 
continue there must be an early increase 
in the facilities of southern transporta- 
tion agencies. He said that if the roads 
were to provide these facilities they 
would require large amounts of new cap!- 
tal, for the obtaining of which the main- 
tenance of earning power was a funda- 
mental requisite. Unfortunately the leg- 
fglation enacted in sOme of the states 
_ and proposed in others, he said, was 
tending to make it diffcult for the roads 
to sell their bonds to provide funds for 
new construction. 

“This condition of affairs,” he said, “is 
injuring not only the railroads, but every 
fousiness in the country. Legislation at- 
tacking the power of roads to maintain 
their earning capacity and proposing to 
impose penalties on them for failure te 
perform services beyond their ability 
can only have the effect of injuring their 
eredit and crippling their power to af- 
ford the additional facilities so impera- 
tively needed.” 

Doesn’t Object to Proper Laws. 

Mr. Finley said that the laws subject- 
tmz common carriers to proper regula- 
tions, such as might be necessary to pre- 
vent discrimination or unreasonable 
charges, were proper and could not be ob- 
jected to, but that when legislation went 
beyond this proper field of regulation and 
proposed to reduce charges arbitrarily 
end impose penalties for failure to per- 
form impossible services it became de- 
structive, 

In conclusion he said: 

“I think that every intelligent man of 
eareful consideration must realize that 
any legislation having this effect is not 
only unjust, but that it is ag unwise as 
i would be to dam the rivers and fill 
up the harbors of the country. If you 
agree with me as to the identical] inter- 
ests between the railways and the public, 
af you realize as I do that a railway can- 
not be prosperous unless the communi- 
ties along its lines are prosperous, and 
that, conversely, a community cannot be 
permanently prosperous unless it is served 
by a strong and prosperous railway, able 
to give prompt and satisfactory service 
and not increase its facilities, it ig your 
duty as patriotic American citizens to do 
everything in your power to bring about 
@ universal understanding of the inevita- 
ble effect upon the country as a whole 
of the crippling of its transportation fa- 
cilities.’’ 

President Whitman, of the National 
Wool Manufacturers, spoke on “American 
Mwsiness Honor.’ He deprecated the cry 
set up by the “army of agitetors” who, 
under the guise of reformers, could see 
nothing but evil in the land. He sald 
the standerd of business honor in this 
country today is higher than ever vefore. 

New York Exchange Contyacts. 

The committee having in charge the 
mattér of the controversy with the New 
York cotton exchange over the grading 
ef cotton reported that it had a confer- 
ence yesterday with a committee from 
the New York exchange.

Comptroller General Thinks It 
Should Be $17,987,000, 


TO INCREASE ALL RETURNS 


— 


Big Increases From All Georgia 
Cerporations—Georgia Railway 
and Electric Co. Called On 
for Four Times Valua- 
tion Given In. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright has 
written a letter to President Preston 8. 
Arkwright of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Co., stating that considering the 
bond and stock issues of that company 
upon a 6 per cent basis, the company’s 
return for taxation ought to approximate 
$17,987,000. 

A request for such a return as that is 
naturally somewhat startling in view of 
the fact that the valuation placed upon 
its property by the company for the 
purpose of taxation is only $3,700,000. 

The Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company’s capitalization in stock and 
bonds is something over $18,000,000, 
fomeg of its bonds bearing interest at 5 
per cent. In the figures which he named 
as those to which the company’s return 
should approximate, the comptroller gen- 
eral has put both stock and bonds on a 
6 per cent basis. é 

Whether the comptroller general will 
insist on this is not known. There is no 
question, however, that he is going to 
insist on material increases in the re- 
turns of all the larger corporations this 
year, ang the outlook is that there will 
be a number of arbitrations. 


May Ask Southern for More. 


from the office of the comptroller general, 
an error of a million dollars was made, 
the mistake belng due to error in addi- 
tions made by the Southern Railway of- 
ficials who submitted the returns, as the 
comptroller general hag not at that 
time examined them. 

The true total returns of the Southern 
Railway for 1907 are $14,884,923 as 
against $14,277,300 for 1906, this year's 
increase being $607,423. This is the larg- 
est increase shown by any of the great 


trom of the Southern Railway secured 


the other large systems for 1907, as com- 
pared with those for 1906, show the fol- 
lowing increases: Central of Georgia, 
$472,170; Atlantic Coast Line. $147,993; 
Seaboarg Air Line, $147,990. Most of the 
increases are due to new rolling stock, 
though in the case of the Centra! of 
Georgia it is in part attributable to new 
mileage. 

Comptroller General Wright thinks the 
returns ought to be much larger than 
these. In the case of the Southern, for 
instance, he says Poor's Manual shows 


j the entire system earned $2,060 per mile 


net last year. The Georgia mileage igs 
927. Capitalizing the net earnings at 6 
per cent the property is worth $34,000 
per mile. Therefore he considers the 
total value of the Southern’s propert« 
Georgia should be $31,518,000, and other 
roads in proportion. But even taking the 
net earnings as estimated in Georgia, 
shown by the railroad commission’s re- 
port at $1,395$per mile, the total val- 
uation of the system’s property in Geor- 
gia On a 6 per cent basis would be $2!,- 
552,750. The indications are that all the 
big systems will “be asked to increase 
their returns.

Preached By. Dr, Landrith Before 
the Northern Presbyterians, 


NEGRO DOMINATION A MYTH 


So Dr. Landrith Declares, and He 
Urges Northern Presbyterians to 
Devote Time an@ Money to 
Christian Work Among 
the Negroes. 


Columbus, Ohio, May [6.—There were 
¢wo features of the opening sessions of 
the one hundred and nineteenth general 
essembly of the Presbyterian _ church, 
which convened in Memorial hall, in 
this city, today, the annual sermon by 
Rev. Dr. Ira Landrith, of Nashville, 
4 Tenn., moderator of the last Cumberland 
Presbyterian assembly, which was deliv- 
ered in the morning, and the election of 
@ moderator which took place in the af- 
ternoon. More than nine hundred dele- 
gates answered the first roll call, and 
several thousand visitors looked on at 
the opening sessions. 

The election of a moderator was re- 
duced to a formality by the withdrawal 
of all the candidates except Rev. William 
H. Roberts, of Philadelphia, who was 
chosen by acclamation. Rev. Dr. Rob- 
erts has been stated clerk of the as- 
sembly for fourteen years, and is re 
garded as onee of the ablest and most 
popular men in the church. His name 
Was presented by Dr. Ira Landrith, of 
the Cumberland branch, who paid a high 
tribute to Rev. Dr. Roberts, a leader 
both in the movement for a united church 
and in the broader field of interdenomi- 
national cooperation. 

The communion of the Lord’g supper 
was celebrated tonight by the assembly. 
General Assembly Called to Order. 

The 4,700 seats of the memorial hali 
on east Broad street were all filled 
when the |!9th general assembly con- 
vened. 

Dr. Coyle, of Denver, called the &as- 
sembly to order in place of Dr. Hunger 
Corbett, the past moderator. Rev. Ira 
E. Landsith, of Nashville, Tenn., for- 
mer moderator of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian assembly and the man 
who was instrumental in getting his 
church to join the northern body, de- 
livered the annual address. His refer- 
ence to the race question and his dec- 
, aration thaf the property of the mi- 
nority of the objectors in the Cumber- 
land church to the Union, will be paid 
for were received with applause. 

Dr. Landrith’s Sermon. 


The theme of Dr. Langrith’s sermon 
was “The Callof Presbyterianism’'s En- 
larged Macedonia,” and his text, “Pos- 
sess thou the west and the _ south,” 
Deut. xxxiii, 23. 

The destgn of the discourse was to 
arouse the general interést of the 
church in educational and _ religious 
work in the south and southwest, 
where Cumberland Presbyterians were 
most numerous at the time of the un- 
fon. The merging of the two churches 
was interpreted by the preacher as 
enlarging Presbyterianism’s field of 
work, and as uttering:a clarion call to 
the united church to “possess the west 
and the south.” The marvelous mate- 
rial prosperity of the southern half of 
the United States, he declared, consti- 
tutes both a plea and a warning of 
danger if the spiritual advantages of 
the people do not keep pace with their 
commercial development. He favored 
cooperation and ultimate union with 
the Southern Presbyterian church; de- 
clared the south to be ready for a 
widespread revival; reviewed. recent 


moral reforms in that section, and an- 


nounced his belief that the wonderful 
temperance triumph in the _ southern 
states were due to the churches. He 
assured the Christians at the north 
that “the war is over’ in matters re- 
ligious, the south being fully ready to 
welcome the presence and labors of 
any denomination that labors: sanely 
and unselfishly for the present and 
eternal weal of the people. The fact 
that the Presbyterian church was men- 
tioned, and the assurance given that 
the protesting minority, who have gone 
into the courts to claim all of the 
property of the former Cumberland 
Presbyterian church, shall have in the 
end every penny to which they are 
M™orally entitled, no matter what the 
courts may determine the legal right 
to be. . 
The Negroes and the Charch. 


The sermon frankly takes up the 
race question in the south, so far as it 
{fs involved in the-union, and after 
showing that the united church had 
made adequate provision for the sep- 
aration of whites and blacks in pres- 
byteries and synods of their own, thus 
enabling the white people of the north 
and south to work together for the 
moral and educational aid of the negro 
without violating the rights of the so- 
cial order of either race; declared that 
the evangelization of the negro is to 
be accomplished by neither long-range 
sentimentality nor short-range indif- 
ference, and that the time has fully 
come when the black man’s white 
neighbor and that same black man’s 
too far away friend must sit down to- 
gether in a mutually satisfying con- 
ference about what is the next step, 
neither party to the conference claim- 
ing a monopoly of wisdom, methods, or 
responsibilities. After naming various 
religious and educational opportunt- 
t‘es for aggressive church work in the 
south, the preacher made a specific ap- 
peal to his ogm church to devote to 
that section for the next five years al! 
of the funds and workers that can be 
spared. Continuing, he said: 

“What you may have seen and heart 
ef recent mob murderg and thefr prolific 
cause, appeals to race prejudice, whether 
in behalf of churches, or of politics, 
should not be “inderstood as represent- 
ing the sober judgment either of the for- 
met Cumberland Presbyterian church, or 
of any other of the better elements of 
southern white people, any more than 
ararchistic lawlessness represents the 
Mhristian sentiment of the northern halt 
of the United States of America. 

Negro Domination a Myth. 

“The slogan of ‘negro domination’ is 
@ myth, valuable only for ignodle polit- 
Ileal ends, and among a few anti-unton- 
ists, for ecclesiastical uses. The strong- 
est jeaders and most. upright members of 
the negro race are not ambitious for so- 
“ial equality, but are content to be, and 
to help their people to become the best 
examples of what God meade of them— 
n not white people, nor yet the un- 
welcome intimates of white people in 
white homes and schools and churches.

Southern Baptists Open Con- 
- vention In New Auditorium, 


STEPHENSON IS REELECTED 


All Officers of Southern Baptist’s 
Gonvention Elected. Dr. 8. Y¥. 
Jamesop, of Georgia, Made 
a Vice President—Attend. 
gemee Record Broken. 


Richmond, Va. May !6—The South- 
ern Baptist convention met in its Fif- 
ty-second session, with an attendance 
of about four thousand. The great 
body was called to order in the new 
and magnificent city auditorium at 8 
o'clock tonight and was formally wel- 
comed to the hospitalities of the city 
ir. a thrilling speech by Mayor Mc- 
Carthy. The auditorium seats 3,800 
people and when the convention opened 
the hall was packed. WBighteen hun- 
died regularly elected delegates were 
present at the opening, which number, 
it is believed, breaks the record. 

The proceedings of the convention 
were begun with prayer by Rev. Dr. 8. 
M. Provence, of Alabama, and Rev. Dr. 
Truitt, of Texas. They nominated 
Hon. E. W. Stephenson, of Missouri, 
the incumbent, for reelection for pres- 
ident, and Dr. Stephenson was unani- 
mously chesen to preside for the third 
time over the convention. 

The following vice presidents were 
chosen: F. R. Holland, of Virginia; Jo- 
seph Levering, of West Virginia; Dr. 
J. B. Marvin, of Louisville, Ky., and 
Dr. 8 Y. Jameson, of Georgia. 

Dr. J. Lansing Burrows, of Nashville, 
Tenn., and Dr, D. F. Gregory, of Staun- 
ten, Va., were unanimously’ reelected 
secretaries. 

George W. Norton, o Louisville, Ky., 
was made treasurer. She committee on 
order of business reported. Its report 
was adopted. , 

Other routine matters were disposed 
of and the convention was ready for 
the work, which will keep it in session 
probably until next Monday evening. 

After the business of organization 
had been completed, the annual con- 
vention sermon was preached by the 
Rev. A. J. Dickinson, of Birmingham, 
Ala. His theme was “The Religion of 
the Risen Lord."’

The sentiment sometimes expressed 
that the American Presbyterian church 
should leave the south to the Southern 
Presbyterian church was combated 
with the facts about that church, which 
is now numerically weaker than is the 
united church in the southern states of 
Arkansas, Kentucky, Missouri, Okla- 
homa, Tennessee and Texas, and 43 per 
cent of whose strength is in the Caro- 
linas and Virginia. ‘“‘Southern Presby- 
terianism, without our cooperation, can 
never overtake the Presbyterian possibil- 
ities ‘and demands of the south in gen- 
eral and of the southwest in particular. 
That this cooperation will be welcomed, 
nobody acquainted with the liberal lead- 
ership of the southern church need en- 
tertain a doubt, and that this same co- 
operation shall never degenerate into 
unfraternal rivalry, but instead that it 
shall hasten a consummation so devout- 
ly to be wished, the ultimate organic 
union of the two churches, it is the 
plain duty of all concerned to strive to 
insure.” . 

Old Line Cumberlands Are Mad. 

Dickson, Tenn., May i6.—As a matter 
of sentiment a quorum of commissioners 
of the. general assembly of the Cumpber- 
land Presbyterian church went this 
morning to Bethlehem chureh, which 
stands on the site of the old McAdow 
log cabin, the birth place of the church, 
and there formally constituted the sev- 
enty-seventh session of the general as- 
sembly. Rey. J. L. Hudgins, 
moderator, offered the constituting 
prayer and preached a brief sermon. Ne- 
turning here shortly afternoon the gen- 
eral assembly was constituted and Mr. 
Hudgins preached the opening sermon. 
Rev. J. L. Hudgins, retiring moderator, 
delivered the opening addréss of about 
$,000 words. 

The firet part of the sermon was de- 
voted to a theological discussion of VUai- 
vanism and of a léngthy history of tne 
agitation of organic union and then 
branched off into a most vigorous and 
caustic arraignment of the leaders re- 
sponstble for the union. He charged that

might be given to the cowardly sur- 
render of the committee on fraternity 
and union. 

At tonight's session of the genera] 2as- 
sembly of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, Dr. J. L. Hudgins repreached 
his opening sermon in the presence of 
2,000 people. Communications to the 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church, United States or America, pro- 
testing against confiscation of property 
of the church and qwercion of members 
in getting them to leave the mother 
church, prepared by Judge W. C. Cald- 
well, chief counsel, hag been adopted and 
ordered to be sent to the Presbyterian 
church, United States of America. Dr. 
H. & Yates moved to reelect Dr. Hud- 
gine moderator by acclamation. The clerk 
put the vote, but was unable to deter- 
mine the result and called for division, 
pending which Dr. Hudgins declared Dr.

Episcopal Diocesan Convention 
Voted Unanimously for Division 


VOTE WAS VERY IMPRESSIVE 


Division ef Episcopal Diccese of 
Georgia Was by 2 Very Prompt 
and Unanimous Vote—Not 
a Voice Raised in 
Dissent. 


‘Savenonah, Ge. May /|!6.—(Special.)— 
By a unanimous vote today the diocese 
of Georgia was divided by the Bpiscopal 


acted favorably upon the unanimous re- 
quests from the different parishes and 
instructed the chancellor to prepare the¢ 
proper papers to be presented to the gen- 
eral convention. 

The diocesan lines as recommended 
are as follows: Beginning at state line 
on the east at Columbia county and 
running north and west of the counties 


of Columbia, McDuffie, Glascock, Wash- 
ington, Wilkinson, Twiggs, Pulaski, 
Dooly, Sumter, Webster and Stewart, 
and that part of the state lying to 
the north be formed and enacted into 
a new diocese. The committee recom- 
mend the division of the church prop- 
erty equally between the two dioceses. 

The matter of the division of the 
diocese of Georgia came up at Il 
o’clock this morning. It was the most 
important topic to be considered at 
the convention. 

The report of the committee appoint- 
ed at the last convention to consider 
the question of diocesan division made 
its report through the chairman, Rev. 
Charles H. Strong, of this city. This 
report favored the division. 

Animated discussion followed _ the 
presentation of the report. One of the 
chief obstacles raised was the matter 
of division of the diocesan funds and 
the investiture of titles to the prgperty 
owned by the @Giocese, which is by no 
inconsiderable. Many large 
legacies have been left from time to 
time to the diocese, so that it is rather 
wealthy. 

The question of the names to be dis- 
posed upon the two dioceses also came 
up. Bishop Cleland K. Nelson desires 
to retain the post of the head of the 
diocese of Georgia. The northern sec- 
tion of the state, of which Atlanta will 
.be- the episcopal residence, does not 
eare for the southern section, with 
Savannah the place. of the bishop's 
residence, to retain so comprehensive a 
name as the diocese of Georgia. Christ 


advocates for the retention of thia 
name. With Bishop Nelson will remain 
the choice of the two dioceses. He 
smay select either he desires, and for 
the other diocese a bishop will be 
chosen. The division will. have to be 
ratified by the general convention of 
the Episcopal church to be held at 
Richmond, so that it will be some time 
before the division can become ef- 
fective. 

‘Diocesan greetings have been sent to 
the dioceses of South Carolina and 
Florida, the conventions of both being 
in session. 

The convention will continue through 
tomorrow, concluding with the con- 
vention of the Brotherhooq of Sst. 
Andrew tomorrow night. 

The southern diocese will'retain the 
name of the diocese of Georgia. The 
selection of a name for the new diocese 
rests with ‘t. It is thought probable 
that It will be the diocese of Atlanta.

Birmingham, Ala., May !6.—With the 
election of Dr. John Ri Howerton, of 
Montreat, N. C., a8 moderator, thjs 
afternoen, the forty-seventh annual ses- 
sion of the general assembly of the 
Southern P-sebyterian church got down 
to work in earnest. It looked for a 
time this afternoon as though there 
would be’ a test vote on the Charlotte 
art@cles of agreement, the mast im- 
portant m&tter to gome before the as- 
sembly. A resolution was introduced 
to refer the question to a committee, 
but after various amendments, the 
whole matter was tabled, and will come 
up in regular order. At the afternoon 
Session reports were made by al] stand- 
‘ng committees. Tonight's session was 
devoted to welcome addresses by various | 
prominent local laymen and clergymen 
and responses by the visitors. 

Assembly Called to Order. ! 

Amid strains of the time-honored dox- 
ology, ‘“‘Rraise God From Whom All 
Blessings Flow,’’ the forty-seventh an- 
nual general assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian chureh in the United States, began 
session in the First Pres- 
byterian church in this city at 1! o'clock 
this morning. Every seat in the chureh 
was occupied by commissioners and vis- 
itors. After Retiring Moderator Dr. Al- 
len G. Hall, of Nashville, had cajled the 
assembly to order prayer was offered 
by Dr. Jas P. Smith, of Richmond, 
Va. Dr. J. R. Howerton, of Montreat, 
N. C., read a lesson, from the fourth 
chapter of Matthew, it being the story 
of Christ being tempted in the wilder- 
nese after forty days of fasting. ‘An- 
other prayer was offered by Dr. W. C. 
Alexand3r, of Memphis, and after a song 
Dr. Howerton delivered the opening 
sermon. His text was from the fourth 
chapter of Matthew, the eighth, ninth 
and tenth verses, relating to the tempta- 
tion of Christ: i . 

Dr. Howerton for Moderator. 

At the oonclusion of Dr. Howerton’s 
sermon, Dr. Hall announced that the 
assembly was formally constituted and 
Dr. W. A, Alexander, of Clarkésville, 
Tenn., the stated clerk, called the roll. 
He announced that eighty-four -presby- 
teries were represented, a new presby- 
tery having been organized in Texas. 
which was not embraced in the statisti- 
cal report. 

Dr. Hall announoed that the assembly 
would then proceed to elect a modera- 
tor. A motion to elect by a silent vote 
was lost. The first nomination was that 
of Dr. J, R. Howerton, of Montreat, N. 
C. Dr. W. McF. Alexander, of New Or- 
leans, and Dr. Russel] Cecil, of Rich- 
mond, Va., were also nominated. Nomi- 
nations were then closed and those nom- 
inated were asked to retire from the 
room, 

The roll was then called and the re- 
sult was as follows: 

Dr. Howerton, 84; Dr. Alexander, 20; 
Dr. Cecil, 67. As it required 86 votes 
to elect another ballot was necessary. 

The second ballot resulted: ° 

Dr. Howerton, 88; Dr. ‘Alexander, 8; 
Dr. Cecil, 76. 

Dr. Hiowerton was declared elect@d 
and was escorted to the\rostrum. The 
election was regarded as the first real 
test of strength of the opposing fac- 
tions in the matter of closer relations 
with other branches of the Presbyterian 
church. Dr. Howerton is a recognized 
‘eader of those who favor closer rela- 
tions, while Dr. Cecil is looked upon as 
opposing organic union, 

After Dr. Howerton had made a brief 
speech of acceptance, G. FE. Cassell, of 
East Radford, Va, and A. H. McArn, 
of Cheraw, 8. C., were elected assistant 
clerks. 

Needs of the Mission Field. 


The report of the executive commis- 
sion of the alliance of the reformed 


churches throughout the world holding/. 


the Presbyterian system to the general 
assembly of the Southern Presbyterian 
church has been made public. The re- 
port says that each year it becomes 
mor apparent that the Christian church 
at home cannot furnish sufficient mis- 
sionaries for the evangelization of heath- 
en people3, 10r can sufficient physicians 
be sent from the home lands to supply 
the needs on foreign mission fields. 
Three hundred thousand physicians are 
reeded alone in China, says the report. 

The report says the only possible way 
of meeting the need is the establish- 
ment of well equipped schools, semi- 
naries, colleges and hospitals for the 
raising up of a native ministry, native 
teachers and native ghysicians. And 
to do this efficiently demands on the 
part of all our churches wise and hearty 
cooperation, declares the report. 

As to home missions, the report says 
that all the churches are awakening to 
a deeper sense of responsibility for the 
United States. The report gives a reso- 
lution adopted which deprecates ‘“‘the ef- 
forts in many places in our country by 
the Roman Catholic church to produce 
sympathy for the Catholics of France by 
charging persecution of the. church 
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real remedy is ‘‘a moral tonic to be ad- 
ministered internally to the whole people, 
which, working from within. outward, 
wil] first purify the heart and then the 
life of the people.”’ 

After indorsing the plan for active and 
aggressive work on mora] lines adopted 
by the interchurch conference, the com- 
mittee commended ‘‘great care and vigi- 
lance in the observance of our law on di- 
vorce by all of our ministerg and peo- 
ple.’’ It is also recommended that the 
committee be continued. 

One of the most important questions 
which will come before the assembly will 
be that of closer relations with other 
bodies holding the Presbyterian system. 
Of the eight-three presbyteries, the ac- 
tion of eighty on the proposed arti- 
cles of agreement for closer relations has 
been reported. Fifty approve the arti- 
cles, twenty-eight disapprove them, while 
two have declined to act. 
provide for a general council to which 
all matters of united interest will be re- 
ferred. 

' $2,000,000 Wanted. 

The Southern Presbyterian church 
will enter upon the coming year with 
an ideal sum of $2,000,000 in collec- 
tions and subscriptions to be raised 
for various church causes. The re- 
ports of the various committees were 
read at the afternoon session and each 
of them asks for additional funds to 
carry on the church's work during the 
coming year. The largest amount 
asked for ’‘is by the board of foreign 
missions. This board wants $1,000,000 
to carry on its work this year. The 
committee on ministerial relief and 
education asks for $310,000 and regrets 
to report that the number of deaths 
in the ministry and losses through re- 
tirement exceeds the number that will 
be graduated from all the church's 
seminaries this year. The committee 
on home missions asks for $100,000 to 
carry on its work. The publitations’ 
committee wants $25,000, the amount 
to be prorated amond the _ various 
churches. The assembly’s home and 
school at Fredericksburg, Va:, asks for 
$25,000. The superintendent of Sab- 
bath schools seeks $15,000 for the ex- 
tension of this work. Stillman in- 
stitute, at Tuscaloosa, Ala., asks for 
$15,000.

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An Important: Florida Reform. 
There is pending before the general 


assembly of Plorida a measure em- 


bodying an important and much need- 
€d reform, which, substantially, has 
become a law in half a dozen states, 
and which has prospects of soon find- 
ing its way to the statute books of 
every state and territory in the coun- 
try. 

The bill, introduced by Represen- 
tative W. H. Malone, Jr., of Monroe 
county, requires the filing of sworn 
statements of all campaign expenses 
covering the period of one year ante- 
cedent to any primary election for 
State or congressional office, and lim- 
ity the total of such expenses to an 
amount equivalent to one year’s sal- 
ary from the office contested for. 

The _detailed requirements of the 
measure along these general lines are 
extremely rigid, as they should be, 
lcoking to the absolute enforcement 
of law. ‘Twenty days after the hold- 
ing of any primary each candidate for 
State or congressional office is re- 
quired to file with the secretary of 
state itemized sworn statements of all 
contributions, subscriptions or loans 
made to him for campaign purposes 
and sources, and all expenses con- 
nected with his campaign, covering a 
period of one year prior to the date 
of such primary. Section 3 makes it 
utlawful for any candidate for such 
office to spend for campaign purposes, 
or to permit to be spent for him dur- 
ing i\e one-year period, a sum in ex- 
cess of one year’s salary of the office 
for which he is a candidate. Viola- 
tion of the law disqualifies the candi- 
date from becoming the nominee of 
e primary, or from holding the of- 
fice, if it be an appointive one. Any 
candidate for state or congressional 
office shall have power to contest in 
any of the circuit courts of the state 
the right of his opponent to become the 
nominee of the party upon the 
grounds of violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Such, in brief, are the provisions of 
this proposed Florida law, a measure 
which is good not only for Florida, 
Lut for every state and territgry in 
the union. An act of this kind is a 
materia] and indispensable part of the 
reform movement. which has taken 
firm hold on thé people and which has 
come to stick. One of the first prin- 
ciples of such a movement is to put 
the: acquirement of public office above 
the shadow of suspicion.

COMMITTEE TO SETTLE ROW. 


Question as to the Duties of Nurses 
Will Be Decided by 
Conference. 

The conference between a _ special 
committee from the trustees of the 


Grady hospital and the medical board 
in regard to the nurses waiting on ne- 
gro patients has‘not yet taken place. 

Councilm&fin E. W. Martin, the chair- 
man of the committee, stated yesterday 
that he had notified the medical board 
und requested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to confer with the committee 
from the trustees. 

Mr. Martin said that a wrong im- 
pression had been created about the 
duties of the nurses. x 

“There is no rule requiring the nurses 
to bathe negro men,” he said. “‘We 
have negro orderlies in each ward, and 
this work is performed by them. In 
some cases, where the patient is un- 
able to move or wait on himself, the 
nurses bathe the hands and faces of 
the negro men. They are not obliged 
to do this, if they do not want to. 
They can call upon the negro orderlies, 
who are women, end have them do this 
work. Sometimes, in extreme cases, 
where the lives of the patients are in 
danger, they bathe the hands and 
faces themselves They have never 
complained, and are willing to do this 
in order to get that thorough train- 
ing which they need.

CITY BOARDS AGITATED 
OVER VARIOUS. MATTERS 


UST now the different city boards 
J are far more interesting than 
the city council itself. There 
are times when the boards go for 
months, if not for years, along such 
an even and quiet way that there is 
nothing of sufficient interest for pub- 
lication. ; 

But at the present time most of the 
boards have bobbed up into the lime- 
light good and strong. 

The principal city boards are: 

On parks, schools, water, hospitals, 
police, health and libraries. 

The board of education is wrestling 
with the momentous question of elect- 
ing a superintendent, something that 
has not occurred before in twenty- 
eight years. It is also agitated over 
the approaching annual election of 
teachers. The board will have about 
all it can do for the next month. Its 
members claim that it is entirely out 
of politics. It meets always behind 
closed doors and if anything trans- 
pires that they do not want the pub- 
lic to know it doesn’t get out. 

Water Board Is Agitated. 


The water board is agitated over an 
Investigation of charges made against 
one of its own members. At its last 
meeting, which was behind closed 
Goors, it was decided to probe certain 
Charges about Commissioner Thomas 
¥. Stocks recetving rebates on coal 
purchased by the city. 

The hospital board is stirred up over 
the question of whether or not negro 
murses should be secured for negro 
patients. The trustees are divided on 
the matter, some claiming that the 
murses only do such work as they wish 
to do, while others say that the hos- 
pital ‘rules about the negro wards 


should be changed and that negro 
women ought to wait on the negro 
male patients. Committees have been 
appointed from the trustees and the 
medical etaff and the whole matter 
will be threshed out. 

The health board is wrestling with 
bacteria in milk and with cow feed. 
The new milk ordinance prohibits the 
use of brewers’ malt for cow feed, and 
the Atlanta brewery and the milk men 
have protested. They claim that 
brewers’ malt is good feed and that 
the bacteria test is too scientific for 
ordinary mortals. 

Quietest Thing in the Push. 

The police board has the election of 
an assistant chief of police on hand, 
but it is quiet. In fact, the police 
board, that has been full of brain- 
storm in the past, is now about the 
calmest thing in the push. 

The park board and the MHibrary 
board are not disturbed. The park 
board happily kept down any faction- 
alism by appointing one committee for 
the north side and one from the south 
side. This virtually created two 
boards, and they each harmonize by 
giving the other what it wants. The 
library board hasn’t enough of a cer- 
tain kind of publie business to get 
into a squabble. It buys books and 
lets people read them free, therefore 
it goes along very smoothly. 

As there is no salary connected with 
any of the boards and the members 
serve on them merely for patriotic 
motives, their little tilts and differ- 
ences are regarded as eruptions which 
must come when patriots work for 
their country and differ as to methods 
as men will differ. 

After all, it is said, both the pros 
and the cons have but one end in view, 
and that is—Atlanta.

PLUMBING LAW _ 
TAKEN TO COURT 


City Temperarily Restrained 
By Judge Pendleton From 
Enforcing Ordinance. 


Judge Pendleton yesterday morning 
restrained the recorder and other city 
officers from enforcing the plumbing 
ordinance as against the Farrell Heat- 
ing and Plumbing Company, until the 
matter can be heard by him on next 
Saturday, the (8th. 

Attornoys Dorsey, Brewster & How- 
ell, who filed the suit agafhst the city, 
attack the constitutionality of the 
ordinance, and the interpretation put 
upon it by the recorder is character- 
ized as unreasonable, unjust, uncon- 
Stitutional and illegal. 

The ordinance is claimed to be un- 
constitutional in that it deprives men 
not standing the examination the right 
to labor and earn money. 

The sections in the city code embrac- 
ing the plumbing ordinance are also 
declared null and void, because the 
city of Atlanta is without any charter 
authority to enact such ordinances. 

The Farrell Company claims it ig 
duly licensed and that its manager 
stood the examination. The examining 
board, before whom all plumbers are 
required to go; comes in for a general 
raspting, too, as it is asserted against 
its members that often they do not 
hold meetings for from sixty to nine- 
ty days, because of the difficulty m 
getting a quorum present, and there 
is trouble in getting applicants be- 
fore the board for that reason. 

Then, too, the plumbing company 
further contends that there is no other 
way for unskilled men to become 
skilled except they be allowed to 
work around buildings with skilled 
men, in order that they may learn 
the business. Under the interpretation 
put upon the ordinance, they say, there 
is no chance for such to ever learn the 
business. 

aney also insist that under this in- 
terpretation it would be impossible to 
use any unskilled labor around build- 
ings on the plumbing work—it would 
prevent an unskilled teamster from 
hauling pipe to them, or one and hand 
up coal to put in the furnace to heat 
the irons—and the like auxiliary work. 

Two of their employees, Lewis Bowen 
and Lewis Powell, were arrested last 
Tuesday and arraigned before Re- 
corder Broyles, the case being made at 
the instance of J. A. G. Beach, these 
men being charged with working 
without a certificate from the board 
of examiners. | ; 

The recorder fined both, but it is as- 
serted that the fine against Bowen was 
withdrawn when Powell announced his 
intention of appealing the case to the 
superior court. The sum of $500 dam- 
ages already § sustained are asked 
against the ofty, and such other dam- 
age aS may accrue,

NO ESCAPING BOYKIN. LAW 


Anti.Bucket Shop Act Remeves All 
Legislative Sanction From Future 
Dealing in Georgia — Violators 
Wtlhl Be Penished Same as 
Keepers of Gaming Houses. 


Under the action of the state court 
of appeals yesterday in affirming the 
decision of Fulton superior court in 
the case of Anderson v. the State, deal- 
ing in future contracts in any shape 
or form is prohibited in Georgia. The 
decision, in effect, while not passing 
on its constitutionality, sustains the 
Boykin anti-bucket shop law to the 
extent of prohibiting any subterfuge 
which may be devised to — it. 

When the Boykin law went into ef- 
fect, C. N. Anderson and several oth- 
ers opened establishments which they 
called exchanges where figures or quo- 
tations were posted, but anyone wish- 
ing to enter into a. future contract 
could do so only by sending a per- 
sonal telegram to a point outside the 
State, the wire facilities for which 
were furnished right at the board. The 
money transaction, however, took place 
in another office and not in the so- 
called exchange. It was thought this 
method would defeat the operations of 
the anti-bucket shop law, but the 
courts have decided differently. 

Anderson and ten others were in- 
dicted on two counts, maintaining 
gaming houses and violations'of the 
Boykin law. Anderson was tried first, 
his being made a test case, while the 
other indictments were held-up pend- 
ing a decision from the appellate 
court. Anderson was convicted on 
both counts and sentenced to pay a 
fine of $1,000 and costs. 

Makes Bucket Shop a Gaming House. 

The court: of appeals in affirming 
this decision hoids that the passage of 
the Boykin law withdrew all legisia- 
tive sanction that might have been 
given dealing in futures as the result 
of the specific tax put upon that bus- 
iness in the general tax act, and there- 
fore any establishment existing in the 
state where futures are bought and 
sold, -even though the contracts are 
telegraphed out of the state, is a gam- 
bling house, and that the proprietor 
of such an establishment may be con- 
victed of a violation of that section 
of the code prohibiting such establish- 
ments. 

The court of appeals holds that the 
evidence presented at the trial was 
sufficient to authorise a verdict of 
guilty on both counts in the indict- 
ment. The court did not pass on the 
constitutionality. of. the Boykin law 
as that question was not raised in 
the lower court. : 

Solicitor Charles D. Hill stated last 
night that he had instructed Bailiff 
Monagham to put the other nine cases 
on the calendar for the June term, and 
the other defendants will be arraigned 
at that time for a violation of the Boy- 
kin~anti-bucket sho p Dill. 

These cases were held up On an agree- 
ment that a test would te made in this 
particular case, all the defendants agree- 
ing, in the meantime, to refrain from 
engaging in the business until the higher 
court had passed on the question.
